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Blessed Lord, vho hast caused all Holy ScriptnreB to be 
vrittea for our leaniing ; grant that ve may in sach wise 
hear them, read, nuik, learn, and inwardly digest them, 
that by patience and comfort of Thy Holy Word, we may 
embrace, and ever hold fast the blessed hope of everlasting 
life, which thou hast ^ven us in oar Sariour Jesus Christ. 




PREFACE. 



Who hath not heard with his outward ears the 
Divine declaration, " Ye shall know them by their 
findte;" yet who hath done so in the Sense of Holy 
Scripture in relation to the Doctrines affecting the 
Salvation of Man ? Can the fruit of any heavenly 
Doctrine sanction the Disciples of the Prince of 
Peace, the Children of a Loving Father, living pre- 
duded from uniting together in common songs of 
Joy, in utterances of Thanksgivings and Praises for 
the past, and supplications for Pardbn and Preventing 
Graces for the future. My brethren, however much 
you may be satisfied with yqqr. own discernment of 
Spiritual Truth, will youbrii^ of this fruit of Chris- 
tian Brotherhood to God, ^J^jpar sacrifice of a sweet 
smelling savour to draw dGPfftu his blessing upon you ; 
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will you bring forth this as that '^ by which all men 
shall know that ye are Disciples of Christ ?" yea, will 
you in relation to this stand aloof and thank God, 
That you are not as those differing from you, Spirit- 
ually Blinded, seeing their claim to Divine direction 
is in aU respects equal to your own ? and if not, on 
what just ground can you refuse to endeavor to as- 
certain, what are the Doctrines of Holy Scripture 
on this Subject? 



THE 
DOCTRINE OP HOLY SCRIPTURE 
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THE ATTAINING OF SALVATION. 



It is not possible to make the declarations of Holy 
Scripture on this subject harmonize with each other^ 
unless Man^s Two states in this worlds The state in 
which he is by Nature^ or rather^ The state in which 
he is through Adam's sin; and^ 7%e state in which lie 
is by his own Acts, are distinguished from each other, 
and that that distinction be constantly kept in view. 
In the present day, there is not a Man, whatever may 
be his sentiments, that does not practically reject 
many of the declarations of Holy Scripture respecting 
Salvation, because they oppose the Doctrine respecting 
it that he upholds, the selection of which is com- 
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monly directed by Chance; the Character of the 
education received^ or the Biases of early Theological 
Instruction determining his choice. ^^ My Brethren 
these things should not be so. The fourdain doth not 
at the same place sevid forth Sweet water and Bitter ;" 
neither do the declarations of Holy Scripture at the 
same time Uphold and Oppose any Doctrine derived 
from it. It is certain^ That no declaration of Holy 
Scripture ca;n be erroneous ; but there is no certainty. 
That any Doctrine that Man derives therefrom is 
not so. 

Man, in the state in which he is through Adatiis 
sin, has no Justification for so being, that makes 
it possible for him by his own powers to escape a 
Death therefrom, which, as regards his own powers, 
will last to all Eternity ; and thus, he is a child 
of perdition, " Jn enemy of God" Holy Scripture 
declares, that in this state All men are. Bom. iii. 
23, "For all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God;" and that from this state, AU men 
shall be Redeemed and Justified, recording 1 Cor. 
XV. 22, "For as by Adam all die, even so by 
Christ shall all be made alive" 1 Peter i. 18, 
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'^ Seeing we are not redeemed with corruptible things 
as silver and gold, but with the preciotis blood of 
Christ/^ Bom. iii. 24, " Being justified freely by 
his grace through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus" Bom. v. 18, " Therefore as by one offence 
judgment came upon all men unto condemnation; even 
so by one justification the free gift came upon all men 
unto justification of life," By one man^s Act saith 
Holy Scripture, Bom. v. 13, "Because it was by one 
man's sin that all died" 

Justification therefore cannot Insure Salvation, 
seeing Holy Scripture records. That All men will 
not be saved " The wicked shall be turned into Hell, 
and all the Nations that forget God," Ps. ix, 17 ; and. 
That AU men shall, as regards their state through 
Adam, be Justified and Reconciled to God at some 
time; the one Necessitating the existence of the other, 
See Bom. v. 9 & 10. And as Holy Scripture declares, 
That Justification is attained by All men, through the 
precious blood of Christ ; it follows that Bepentance, 
Faith, or Any other Performance of Man, or even. 
Any fitness, are of no account in relation to Finally 
excluding him from partaking of it. 
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Holy Scripture requires Beliefs That All men, os 
respects their state through Adam^ shall^ at the day 
of judgment^ stand before God Justified and Becon* 
died, whatever may be their state in respect of 
their own Acts^ jill men being then Redeemed, as to 
their state through Adam^ by the precious blood of 
Christ; yet Holy Scripture requires Belief, That only 
that Man who is now justified by Faith," is able now 
to realize the Joy^ the Comfort^ the Peace^ the 
Strength of him that feels^ That he is permitted to 
look to God as his Reconciled Father; and^ That he 
is of those^ Not that shall, but^ " That have washed 
their robeg and made them white in the blood of the 
lamb." 

Holy Scripture declares^ That although All men 
at the day of judgment^ shall^ as respects their state 
through Adam^ stand before God Justified and Recon- 
died hy the blood of Christ, a corresponding blessing 
will not attend them, as respects their state in relation 
to their own Acts. The declarations on this subject are 
Full and Distinct, although we cannot obtain there- 
from, Amy Indispensable Actually Spedfied Requisites 
for its attainment. Faith may or may not be re* 
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garded by a man. The Law or The Gospel may or 
may not be prized by him. The only Requisite is. 
Obedience to the light which the Great Giver of every 
good has Himself voucfistrfed to the individual Man, 
Verily it is recorded Bom. ii. 14, " That it is given 
to tJiem without law to be a law unto themselves/^ 

Our Blessed Lord teaches, That the Jew should 
seek for, and shall attain Eternal Life, " By keeping 
the Commandments,'^ Mat. xix. 17. That the Pro- 
digal of any Faith, is not required to embrace any 
Theological Position, beyond, '^Father I have sinned 
against heaven and in thy sight, and am no more worthy 
to be called thy son,'' in order that '^ His Father should 
faU on his neck and kiss him," Luk§ xv. 1 1 . St. John's 
instruction expressly to them in Christ is to the same 
effect, 1 John i. 9, "If we confess our sins, he is faiths 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness." St. Paul proclaims. Bom. 
ii. 5 to 17, "For there is no respect of persons with 
God, who will render to every man according to his 
deeds ; To them who by patient continuance in well 
doing seekforglory and honour and immortality, Eter' 
nal Life; but tribulation and anguish to every soul of 
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man that doeth evil, to the Jew first, and also to the 
Gentile" St. James ii. 14 expressly declares to him 
in Christy " Faith is not able to save him" and^ verse 
26, ^^ That faith without works is dead" And thus 
is it recored in the Revelation xx. 12^ " And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened: and. the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written in the books, (not 
accordiog to what their faith was, but) according to 
their works. Yea, verily, Rev. xxii. 14, Blessed are 
they that do his commandments that they may have 
right to the tree of life. 

No declarations can be more distinct, than that 
in relation to tha judgment of Man, as respects 
his own personal Acts, No privilege. No belief, 
No sacrifice. No anything other than the Use 
or Abuse that he himself has made of the circum- 
stances in which God has been pleased to place him 
in this world, will then be of any account. The Jew, 
The Gentile, The Christian, The Turk, The Chinese 
&c. &c., will then AU stand before the "Judge of 
all;" Him who is not "Ood of the Jews alone but also 
of the Gentiles;" and it is expressly declared, that 
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then^ All shall receive a Jmal judgment according as 
their works have been. 

1 Peter ii. 24, " WTio his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree" How can a Wayfaring 
man, though he be not a fool but a wise man, 
though he does not run but walks ever so slowly, 
read in this Translation the Truth of God? In 
varied circumstances, the words, "Who bare our 
sins," expresses Four distinct and separate Senses, 
each of which is in Greek Definitely expressed at 
the wiQ of the Author; thereby precluding the 
Reader's making an erroneous selection of drcum* 
stances. He who in Greek writes, FFAo bare the 
sins of us, does not assert, that his declaration 
has reference to any other, than the Personal 
Acts of those who are designated by the Pronoun 
Us, this being the Strict Literal Sense of the 
w<»rds, and the Sense which the Author indicates 
it to be his intention to express, by his Arrang- 
ing the words in Regular Order, that is, in the 
Order in which they are Governed. If the Author 
indicates his intention to express a Saise otiier 
than the Strict Literal Sense, by placing the 
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words in an Irregular Order, thus, Who bare of U8 
the sins, he expresses his intention not to confine 
his declaration to those who are designated by the 
Pronoun Us, and thus the Sense is, Who bare our 
as well as other's sins. The words, Our sins, express 
Two distinct Senses, namely, Tfie sins committed by 
lis. The sins like those, or of the Class, we commit. 
The first of these Senses is the Strict Literal Sens^ 
of the words, and is therefore always expressed, 
when the words are Arranged in Regular Order; 
the Second is other than the Strict Literal Sense 
of the words, and is therefore expressed in Greek by 
an Arrangement of words other than in Regular 
Order ; thus. Who the sins of us bare, or, Who of us 
the sins bare, according to which of the Two Classes 
of Sense thus conveyed, that the Author desires to 
express. Hence, as the first of these Two Classes of 
Sense is the Form of Greek employed in 1 Peter ii. 24, 
it does not admit of doubt, that the True Translation 
and Sense of that passage is. Who his own self bare 
sins like our's in his own body on the tree. 

Man does not read in 1 John i. 7, And the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all our sins. 
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A Pexiitent Man hath not Sins from which to be 

cleansed. Humng confessed his Sins, God is faithful 

mnd just to have forgiven him his Sins, and to have 

cleansed him from all unrighteousness. He had or has 

indeed Sin through Adam^ from which^ Blessed be 

Grod^ there is Assurance in the Glorious Record of 1 

John i. 7y That he is or shall be cleansed. **And the 

blood of Jesus Christ his Son d)th cleanse us from all Sin. 

The declaration^ That all shall receive afinaljudg- 

ment according as their works have been, is not 

opposed to the declaration^ that Man is Justified and 

Reconciled to God by the blood of his Son^ if fitting 

circumstances are attached to each of them. The 

Justification here treated of^ is not a Justification 

limited alone to those that are ultimately benefitted 

by it; seeing it is declared^ That through the 

grace of our Heavenly Father, the Justification here 

treated of is a free gift to All men, without 

limitation of Nation, Creed, Fitness or Requisite 

of any kind, as hath been already shown; and 

hence we see, how the apparent opposing declara^ 

tions on this subject in Holy Scripture are in perfect 

harmony. We can in all sincerity proclaim, " We

cannot save, seeing^ Thai all %oiU*be jmlged^ and^dBoU 
ufUh according o^ their w&rki^'haive be^m 

But althougih we caca in all sincerity prodUdm these 
things, we can do m^ onkf, with the Besirietions that 
Holy Scriptuse expressly attaches to each of th^nw 
We can assert^ and implicitly belieire. That we are 
saeed by^ Grace, and not by Works, knowings that 
unless God^s Grace is extended to us, in Redeeming: 
our lives from the grave, we cannot be saved; never- 
theless, it is a Direct CoBitradietion of Holy Scnptizre 
to state, That we are Redeemed, Justified, lleconciled, 
or Saved by OtrBJCO' alone, seeing that it is tliesein re^ 
corded, '^ That Faith is not able to save Man, it bieing 
dead wUhout works^'' and that the Final Jodgmeut of 
JU men will be, " According to their works;" TSLojxl ii. 
6. We can also assert, and implicitly believe, Th^' 
we shall be FinaUy jndged and dealt with according 
as our works have been, knowing tha4; God has 
vouchsafed, as regards Man^s state^ through Adam,^ 
Justification to AU men by the blood of Christ ; never- 
theless, it is a Direct contradiction of Holy Scriptorsei^ 
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to state^ That in Telation to Salvaiion, We attain it 
by our works alone, seeing that it is tkerein recorded 
Bom. iii. 98/ '' For alt htwe einned €md come short of 
the glory of God, aU bei/mg jusii^d freely by hisi grctee 
through the redefnptittn that iein Christ Jesus. 

How truly can We r^oioe that thiis read The gos^ 
pel of onr salvation ; thflit discover not in it a Limi- 
tation of its blessings to a Predestinated few ; or^ 
That the AngePs song of Glory to God m the highest 
was for blessings tEttained, alone, by the few Oosjpel 
Readers; butthat disooirer in it^ alone, the Limits of a 
Kind "and Loving father ; Limits that will not ex- 
clude e^n <me child of Adam^ race, that does nxat 
by his own Voluntary Acts^ ".After his hardness and 
impenitent heart treasure up to himself urath agmngt 
a day of wrath and revelation ^ righteous judg- 
ment by God.*' We indeed who thiss read the Gospel 
of our salvtxtion, can^ alone, now " regoiee in it with 
joy unspeakable and full of gicny/^ 

With reference to ihe'Docfcrine of Assuramoe, it is 
requisite in the first place explicitly to specify^ what 
is the Particular of whidi Man requires to be 
Assured. With referenoe to our own state through 
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Adam, Man has, in simple belief of the Gospel, The 
Fullest Assurance, whatever may be his own Personal 
Qualifications, That he is Redeemed and Justified by 
the blood of Christ, and is thereby Reconciled to God. 

With reference to. his state by his own Personal 
Acts, Assurance is of Two separate and distinct Cha- 
racters. Assurance respecting the past. Assurance 
respecting the future. 

The Assurance respecting the past that Man desires 
to possess, is, "That his sins are blotted out, and that 
his iniquities are covered/' and this surely he has. 
Acts ii. 38, '^ Repent and be baptized every one of you 
for the remission of sins" seeing that what is taught 
in Holy Scripture respecting Bepentance, doth not 
make it consist in, or even necessarily include, what 
is now designated, A true change of heart to God, 
seeing its Records on the subject do not necessarily 
embrace. More than, Present regret. Present condemn^ 
ation of the past, and, Present determination of avoid- 
ance for the future. The Prodigal's is described to 
be a solitary cry, "Father I have sinned against 
heaven and before thee, and am no more worthy to be 
called thy son." The bdoyed Apostle's injunction is 
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a solitary Act, "Ifwe confess our sins he UfaithfiU 
and just to forgive ua our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness. The present Idea of the ne- 
cessity or propriety of protracted states of suffering, 
in relation to the consequences of unforgiven sin, 
is without sanction in Holy Scripture. The Restric- 
tion here specified must be particularly Noted. It 
does not exclude The devest continued anguish on 
account of the effect on others of our past evil 
example. Seldom indeed now is there even an 
allusion to any sorrow on this account. 

The weakest erring Brother has the Divine As^ 
surance, that through his Present sorrow, he is vouch- 
safed of God, not the respite from the consequences 
for a time, but a gracious and full Remission of all 
his past transgressions ; and having this, he would 
not be Assured more truly, " Though one rose unto 
him from the dead/' 

Assurance then respecting the Past, is God's Firee 
Oift to every Man, but Assurance respecting the 
future, with reference to the Eternal state of any in- 
dividual Man, is nowhere in Holy Scripture vouch- 
safed, even in Christ, " In whom all the fkdness of 
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the Godheads ^gifts eanst*' seeing Bom. viii 1 Jfe- 
9trici8 freedom from Condemnation therein^ to those 
alone, *' That walk not after the fleeh iut after the 
tpirit.*' 

Asewranoe tiien, of every description, God has gra- 
ciously vouchsafed to Man, save that which it is not 
possiUe for him to possess, so long as he is permitted 
to exhibit, not diat which God Determines and Neces- 
sitates him to perform, but that which he of his c^rni 
Free ^Choice selects to .^effect : so long as he poseesses 
an ability to walk or not to walk, " Jf4er ike fleeh 
but after the sjfArit,^* 

Asmrunoe assuredly he possesses, *^ That the ibmd 
of Jem$ Cihrist cleanseth from all sin, That he is saved 
by grace through faith, and that not of himself, it is 
the gift of God : not of works, lest any man should 
boast : All being justified freely by his grace through 
the redemption that is in Christ Jesus f^ yea, '^ That 
he has washed his robes and made them white in the 
Uood jof the lamb ;*^ although he may be permitted 
alone to hope to be addressed " Come ye blessed of 
my Father inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world, because I was an hungered, 
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and ye gave me meat : I was thirsty , and ye gave me 
drink : I was a stranger and ye took me in : naked, 
ahd ye clothed me : I was sick, and ye visited me : I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me :'' and only in 
occasional cases to judge it useful to exclaim to the 
effect, / have fought on the side of the fight that is 
good, I have finished the course or boundary of the 
Gospel Dispensation, I have not departed from the 
faith ; henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness^ which the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give me at that day : and not to me only, but 
unto all of them also, I say not, that believe as I do, 
but, that love his appearing J^
